The  Socorro  Resource  Management  Plan  (RM?)  was  finalized  in  January  1989.  The 
plan  is  designed  to  be  fully  implemented  over  a  20-year  period.  To  date,  almost 
5  years  of  the  total  20-year  implementation  plan  have  been  completed. 

This  fourth  update  to  the  Socorro  RMP  provides  you  with  Fiscal  Year  (FY)  1993 
accomplishments  and  contains  the  planned  actions  to  implement  the  RMP  for  FY 
1994.  RMP  updates  were  distributed  for  FY  89  RMP  implementation  accomplishments 
and  FY  90  accomplishments  were  combined  with  FY  91  RMP  accomplishments. 

The  Socorro  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  update  is  a  part  of  this  document  as 
it  will  be  in  all  future  updates. 

National  initiatives  in  resources  management,  including  Wildlife  2000  and 
Recreation  2000,  which  came  about  since  the  completion  of  the  Socorro  RMP  have 
directed  emphasis  toward  riparian,  wildlife  and  recreation  management.  These 
emphasis  will  be  reflected  in  accomplishments  and  planned  actions  for  the 
remainder  of  this  decade. 

If  you  desire  more  specific  information  or  would  like  to  become  more  involved  in 
the  resource  management  process,  we  encourage  you  to  contact  us  at  the  address 
noted  above  indicating  the  specific  proposed  activities  of  interest  to  you. 

Your  continued  interest  and  involvement  in  specific  management  actions  to 
implement  the  Socorro  RMP  is  encouraged.  We  look  forward  to  continued  pub’ ic 
cooperation  and  participation  as  the  RMP  is  implemented  in  the  coming  years.

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SOCORRO  RESOURCE  AREA  PROFILE 


The  Socorro  Resource  Area  is  located  in  the  west-central  portion  of  New  Mexico.  The  Resource  Area 
contains  approximately  1.5  million  acres  of  public  surface  and  2.2  million  acres  of  Federal  minerals  located 
in  Socorro  and  Catron  Counties.  Public  land  accounts  for  17.4  percent  of  the  total  land  area  and  26.4  percent 
of  the  mineral  estate  of  these  counties.  Generally,  the  land  is  well-blocked  in  the  Quemado,  Pelona 
Mountain,  Ladron  Mountain,  and  Stallion  areas.  However,  in  other  portions  of  the  Resource  Area  public 
land  is  isolated  and  scattered.  Although  the  Resource  Area  is  characterized  by  its  rural  qualities,  with  its  vast 
open  spaces  and  sparse  population,  it  is  not  without  some  urban  and  suburban  development. 

Public  land  in  the  Resource  Area  receives  significant  use  from  persons  outside  the  two-county  region.  There 
are  five  primary  recreation  areas.  The  Datil  Well  Campground  receives  over  5,000  overnight  campers  and 
500  picnickers  annually.  Forty  miles  of  the  Continental  Divide  National  Scenic  Trail  and  24  miles  of  the 
Quebradas  Backcountry  Byway,  which  occur  in  the  Resource  Area,  have  received  National  attention.  Special 
Management  Areas  (SMAs),  such  as  The  Box  and  San  Lorenzo  Canyon,  also  provide  significant  recreation 
opportunities.  Big  game  hunting  constitutes  a  large  amount  of  the  dispersed  recreational  use  in  the  Resource 
Area.  Many  outfitter  permits  are  issued  annually.  Also,  at  least  two  permits  are  issued  for  motorcross  or 
other  competitive  recreation  events  each  year. 

There  are  12  Wilderness  Study  Areas  (WSAs)  containing  297,000  acres  of  public  land  within  the  Resource 
Area.  Eight  are  located  in  Socorro  County  and  four  in  Catron  County.  These  areas  provide  exceptional 
primitive  recreation  opportunties. 

Archaeological  evidence  of  past  cultures  is  abundant  in  the  Resource  Area.  Four  sites  are  listed  in  the 
National  Register  of  Historic  Places;  two  of  the  most  significant  sites  are  Bat  Cave  and  Fort  Craig. 

The  Resource  Area  includes  diverse  habitats  resulting  in  a  wide  diversity  of  wildlife  species.  In  addition, 
there  are  12  miles  of  riparian  habitat.  Habitat  acreage  figures  for  some  of  the  more  prominent  wildlife 
species  in  the  Resource  Area  include: 

•  Pronghorn  Antelope  -  1,319,000  acres 

•  Deer  -  900,000  acres 

•  Elk  -  780,000  acres 

•Small  Game  (Dove,  Quail)  -  1,319,000  acres 

•  Non-game  (mice,  rats,  song  birds)  -  1,319,000  acres 

•Threatened  and  Endangered  Plants  and  Animals  -  3,000  acres 

The  Resource  Area  manages  259  grazing  allotments  comprised  of  diverse  rangelands  whose  productivity  is 
controlled  by  a  highly  variable  and  unpredictable  rainfall. 

Currently  the  most  economical  minerals  in  the  Resource  Area  are  sand,  gravel,  and  coal,  although  the  region 
is  highly  mineralized. 
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INTRODUCTION 


This  is  the  fourth  Socorro  Resource 
Management  Plan  (RMP)  update.  The  purpose 
of  this  update  is  to  inform  the  public  of  the 
progress  made  in  implementing  the  Socorro 
RMP,  which  was  completed  in  January  1989. 
Implementation  of  the  RMP  will  occur  over  a 
20-year  period.  Periodic  updates  will  be 
issued  until  the  plan  is  completed.  This  update 
will  identify  progress  made  during  Fiscal  Year 
(FY)  1993  (beginning  October  1992  through 
September  1993)  and  the  planned  actions  for 
FY  1994  and  the  first  three  months  of  FY 
1995. 

Progress  and  planned  actions  are  presented  in 
this  document  by  resource  program. 
Implementation  actions  are  presented  in  short 
concise  statements.  Where  more  detail  is 
required  for  clarity,  PROGRAM  NOTES  are 
included. 

The  listed  planned  actions  are  actions  or 
projects  identified  in  the  RMP  for 
implementation  during  FY  1994  and  the  first 
quarter  of  FY  1995.  Specific  development 
steps  (e.g.,  writing  environmental  assessments 
[EA]  or  installing  gates,  fences,  etc.)  necessary 
to  implement  projects  (e.g.,  establish  sand  and 
gravel  pit  for  community  use,  implement  three 
allotment  plans)  are  not  included  in  the  list  of 
planned  actions. 

A  list  of  the  EAs,  initiated  in  FY  1993,  is 
provided  in  Appendix  A.  All  completed  EAs 
are  available  for  public  review  in  the  Socorro 
Resource  Area  Office. 

All  scheduled  planned  actions  are  projections 
based  on  current  priorities  and  budgets  for  the 
Fiscal  Year.  If  changes  in  priorities  or  budget 
allocations  shift  during  the  Fiscal  Year,  the 
schedule  for  the  planned  actions  may  also 
change.  For  some  decisions,  insufficient 
budget  allocations  necessitate  work  to  proceed 
over  several  years  before  project  completion. 
Also,  note  that  some  decisions  are 


implemented  over  the  life  of  the  RMP.  The 
rate  of  implementation  is  also  set  by  the 
budget  and  priorities. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

The  Fence  Lake  Federal  Coal  Lease,  which 
was  effective  on  November  1,  1991, 
culminated  several  years  of  work  including  the 
RMP  and  Environmental  Impact  Statement 
(EIS).  Monitoring  the  anticipated  mining  and 
reclamation  activities  on  this  6,442-acre  lease 
will  be  a  priority  for  the  Resource  Area  over 
the  next  30  years. 

Recreational  use  of  public  lands  continues  to 
increase.  Development  and  management  of 
the  Fort  Craig  Special  Management  Area 
(SMA)  is  another  undertaking  which  has  been 
dominant  since  the  completion  of  the  RMP  and 
will  remain  so  for  many  years.  The  recreation 
potential  at  Fort  Craig  is  virtually  untapped. 
The  Datil  Well  Campground  is  a  very  popular 
area  and  is  being  upgraded  annually,  as 
funding  allows.  Visitors  to  the  Quebradas 
Backcountry  Byway  are  enticed  by  numerous 
regional  and  National  publications  and 
community  sponsored  events  such  as  the 
Festival  of  the  Cranes  and  the  Fat  Tire  Fiesta. 
About  40  miles  of  the  Continental  Divide 
National  Scenic  Trail  provide  primitive  non- 
motorized  opportunities  such  as  hiking  and 
horseback  riding. 

The  Box  SMA  was  segregated  from  mineral 
entry  in  1993,  in  support  of  the  proposed 
withdrawal  of  40  acres  of  public  land  within 
its  boundary.  This  segregative  effect  will 
allow  BLM  to  complete  the  withdrawal  action 
during  FY  1994. 

The  emphasis  for  wildlife  management  in  the 
Socorro  Resource  Area  has  been  on  wildlife, 
riparian  and  threatened  or  endangered  species 
habitat,  manipulation,  management,  and  impact 
mitigation. 
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During  1993,  management  actions  directed 
toward  meeting  the  objectives  of  Fish  and 
Wildlife  2000  and  Riparian  2000  were  greatly 
accelerated  with  the  implementation  of  the  Las 
Cruces  District’s  Fully-Funded  Wildlife  Pilot 
Program  and  the  Sikes  Act  Habitat  Stamp 
Program.  Through  the  pilot  program,  the 
Socorro  Resource  Area  has  hired  two 
additional  wildlife  biologists  and  is  actively 
moving  ahead  with  on-the-ground  wildlife 
habitat  improvements  as  well  as  other 
important  initiatives  such  as  the  Watchable 
Wildlife  and  the  Neotropical  Migratory  Bird 
Conservation  programs.  The  Resource  Area 
wildlife  management  program  will  continue  to 
expand  as  new  initiatives  and  funding  sources 
become  available. 

CHANGING  THE  RMP 

The  Socorro  RMP  is  the  guiding  document  for 
management  of  the  public  land  resources  in  the 
Socorro  Resource  Area  for  the  20  years 
following  its  completion. 


The  document  can  be  amended  and  updated  to 
ensure  that  the  anticipated  life  expectancy  is 
met.  The  techniques  for  amending  the  plan 
are:  plan  maintenance,  amendment,  or 
revision.  Plan  maintenance  includes  correcting 
errors  in  the  text,  updating  data  bases,  and 
correcting  mapping  errors.  No  decisions  are 
changed  through  the  maintenance  process. 

Plan  amendments  are  changes  which  affect  one 
or  more  of  the  RMP  decisions.  Plan  revision 
involves  a  complete  rewrite  of  the  RMP.  An 
effort  to  amend  the  Socorro  RMP  for  the 
selection  of  a  route  for  a  segment  of  the 
Continental  Divide  National  Scenic  Trail  north 
of  Pie  Town  to  the  Cibola  County  line  was 
initiated  during  FY  1992.  A  Final  EA  was 
completed  during  FY  1993  and  was  protested; 
the  protest  should  be  resolved  soon.  This  is 
the  only  amendment  to  the  RMP. 

No  maintenance  actions  were  required  on  the 
RMP  during  FY  1993.

Congress  and  by  continuing  Fort  Craig 
Field  School  Cooperative  Agreement. 

•  Develop  Cultural  Resource  Management

Program  Notes 

Public  use  of  Fort  Craig  continues  to  increase 
in  direct  proportion  to  public  awareness 
stimulated  by  Boots  and  Saddles  legislation  and 
concurrent  newspaper  articles  and  television 
stories,  many  of  which  have  focused  directly 
on  Fort  Craig.  Although  funding  was  minimal 
in  FY  1993,  several  significant  steps  were 
accomplished  toward  the  goal  of  establishing 
facilities  for  an  on-site  volunteer  caretaker. 

The  Socorro  Resource  Area  Archeologist  is 
also  assigned  as  the  lead  for  Federal  agencies 
for  cultural  compliance  for  the  Fence  Lake 
Mine  Project.  This  involves  extensive  work 
with  nine  Federal  and  State  agencies  and  five 
Indian  groups.  A  Programmatic  Agreement 
for  compliance  with  Section  106  of  the 
National  Historic  Preservation  Act  is  in  draft 
and  is  expected  to  be  finalized  in  late  1993. 

An  agreement  with  five  Indian  groups  (the 
Acoma,  Hopi,  and  Zuni  Tribes,  the  Ramah 
Navajo  Band,  and  the  Navajo  Nation)  is  also 
in  working  draft  after  detailed  consultation 
with  the  tribes.  This  project  is  expected  to 
require  extensive  time-commitments  from 
Socorro  Resource  Area  throughout  FY  1994. 

Also  anticipated  is  continued  involvement  in 
the  Camino  Real  studies. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT 

One  full-time  law  enforcement  ranger  is 
assigned  to  the  Resource  Area  and  is 
responsible  for  enforcing  all  applicable  laws  on 

public  land.
